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It is amazing (or alarming) how many people are getting letters, 
phone calls or e-mails claiming to be from a bank wanting to update, 
check on or confirm bank account information, Often the contact 
claims the bank is installing new software and needs your help. 
Within the past week Elba has been flooded with these things using 
SouthTrust logos and looking awful legit. They even carry a 
“VeriCheck security logo.” The thing is, SouthTrust officials have 
repeatedly said they don’t operate like that. Apparently the rip off 
artists are getting enough people to blindly submit their account 
numbers, passwords, etc. that they keep on asking, In the past sev- 
eral months the same scam has been tried in this area using 
AmSouth, SunBank and probably many others. The stock advice is 
..», don’t respond. If in doubt, call your bank - the number from 
one of your statements, and not the phone number listed in the scam 
paperwork or e-mail or mentioned in the unsolicited phone call. 


The best response is of course no response. However one of those 
things got under our skin recently and we responded using fake 
account numbers, passwords, etc. Our username was “you crazy” 
and our password was “crazyyou”. It wasn’t a smart thing to do, but 
helped our feelings at the moment. One other time we tried this and 
used not so nice words in place of the account number but their 
computer kicked that one back. This week the name, account num- 
ber, expiration date and other data used were completely fake but 
fashioned according to the format on a bank credit card, This isn’t 
advised, because one little slip with a con artist and a bank account 
is compromised, In fact our one venture into this will be our only 
such action. The advice to our readers is “don’t do it even once”. 


The word out of Montgomery this week is that Governor Riley is 
delaying any call for a special legislative session until later in the 
summer. Last week there were some lawmakers and special interest 
groups calling for an imediate special session. That was completely 
ignoring the frayed tempers of lawmakers coming out of the large- 
ly failed regular legislative session: The official reason is that many 
lawmakers have conflicts stich as trips, etc. Whatever the official 
excuse, healing time is needed. Also the governor probably needs to 
severely limit the items in the special session call, There are a host 
of “good” bills which failed in the regular session because of the 
logjam at the end, but history has shown that a special session needs 
to have a limited scope to be successful. The most important item in 
this special call will be the General Fund Budget. Any issue that 
might delay or confuse that required project needs to be left for 
later, no matter how “good and.wholesome” it might appear. 


Of course if we were asked by the governor’s staff to write the call 
for the upcoming special legislative session, there are a couple of 
those good, wholesome bills that “everyone” wants to get passed 
and would probably be added, But remember we are not the profes- 
sional, but just another Alabama citizen with a host of “good” spe- 
cial interest issues on our mind which have already passed muster in 
more than one coffee shop discussion.

Gov. Riley awards 
$100,000 grant to 
improve highway 

safety in S.E, Ala. 


Governor Bob Riley has 
awarded $100,000 to improve 
highway safety on roads in 12 
southeast Alabama counties. 

The grant to the Southeast 
Alabama Highway Safety office 
will fund the Special Traffic 
Enforcement Program which 
was established to curtail drunk- 
en driving, speeding and aggres- 
sive and reckless behavior on 
the roads in Barbour, Butler, 
Coffee, Covington, Crenshaw, 
Dale, Escambia, Geneva, Henry, 
Houston, Pike and Russell coun- 
ties. The grant supplements an 
$80,000 award from Riley 
issued earlier this month, 

“This program underscores 
the message that. dangerous 
driving can not be tolerated on 
Alabama roads,” Riley. said. 
“Drivers who insist on breaking 
traffic laws and endangering the 
lives of others will face incarcer- 
ation, heavy fines or loss of 
driving privileges.” 

The number of law enforce- 
ment officers patrolling the 
roads will be increased and law 
enforcement officials through- 
out the area will set up special 
safety checks and roadblocks in 
locations where crashes and 
driving infractions are highest. 

Officials with the Alabama 
Department of Economic and 
Community Affairs notified 
Ronald S. Owen, chief execu- 
tive. officer of Southeast 
Alabama Medical Center, that 
the grant had been approved. 
ADECA is administering the 
grant and Southeast Alabama 
Medical Center is: the disburse- 
ment agent.

Crappie fishing at Prairie creek is usually good this time of year, 
and I had: reports. of several nice catches in recent days, We fished 
hard that morning but had not picked up enough Slab sides for sup- 


penn Wetnied the ¢reck mouths-first, then-cransed up-into the creeks 


and: worked the banks and brush tops for several hours. We zucked 
up an occasional small, straggler here and ‘there, but our’ well- 
planned trip was going sour fast. 

Since the crappie wouldn‘t cooperate, we decided we wouldwork 
the creek banks and cast for'bass. After a couple'of hours of cast. 
ing yielded only two one pound bass we decided to go catfishing: 
Now this was a well-planned crappie fishing tnp. Nothing had been 
said about trying to catch:a catfish. We looked through the storage 
compartment under the bow deck ofthe boat and found two roles of 
nylon twine and a rusty tackle box full of old spark plugs and about 
twenty hooks, 

Sam had caught a couple of big’ shad while seining for crappie 
minnows, other than‘ that our only acceptable bait was large wig- 
glers. Now wigglers have never been my favorite catfish bait. Not 
because catfish don't love them, but because every little bluegill in 
the water loves them too: 

We made up our “bush hook” rig by simply tying on a hook and 
attaching an old spark ‘plug about’ 12 inches above the hook. We 
baited with our questionable worm: bait and tied the line to low 
limbs and snags in likely looking spots. As predicted, we only 
caught two small channel cats on the worms, an all the hooks bait- 
ed with worms were bare. We saved our two large shads for what 
looked like a honey hole. Out of this spot we caught a 10 pound blue 
cat and a 28 pound flathead cat: 

1 guess the moral of this story is to be flexible with your fishing 
plans. We didn't have three pounds of crappie, but ended up with 
over forty pounds of catfish for the fryer, a pretty good fishing trip 
in anybody's book. 

And remember, if you -have never used old spark plugs for 
weights, be sure and have your mechanic set the gap for catfish!
